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1 Claims 1 and 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly pent out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1 , it is unclear what is meant by -'modeling the first,second and third resistance 
values . " and how this step is performed, therefore the method steps of claim 1 is not well 
understood. 

In claim 4, it is unclear what "a circuit with a power supply input terminal" and "power 
supply source" represent. Are they shown in any of drawings 

2 Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

It appears that the specification does not have support for the limitation of "a circuit with 
a power supply input terminal" and "power supply source" as recited in claim 4. 

3 The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features of "a circuit with a power 
supply input terminal" and "power supply source" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s) No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avo.d abandonment of the application The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance.

5 Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 US C 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee (Pat # 



As to claim 2-3, Lee discloses in figure 1 a testing system having first and second 
switching transistors (14,15), first and second contact termimals (22,21) and a control circuit 
( 1 9,20) being arranged to switch the electronic circuit switch transistors ( 1 4, 1 5) between at least 
three states the first and second transistors being switched on and off in the first and second state 
and both transistors being switched on in the third state It appears that the first and second 
transistors with a main current channel being couple in parallel between the first and second 
contact terminals (22.21 ). 

6 Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 filed on 10/29/2002 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
